Teen attacked 
with golf 
dubs at party 

SUSPECTS FLED A teen wound 
up in hospital with wounds 
from a golf dub attack yes¬ 
terday after a house pa^ 
got out of hand. 

Police were called about 
12:30 a.m. and were alert¬ 
ed to a house party where 
four uninvited guests en¬ 
tered a south-side home. 

Police say there were 
about 15 intoxicated teens 
at the party at 34 Avenue 
and 49A Street when the 
uninvited teenage males 
arrived brandishing golf 
clubs. A teen who tried to 
stop them wound up with 
severe, but non-life threat¬ 
ening, lacerations to his 
head. Another youth was 
also assaulted. The four 
suspects fled before police 
arrived. 

Police are in the process 
of identifying and locating 
the club-wielding teens. 
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Worried Edmontonians 
are taking precautions to 
make sure they're protect¬ 
ed while alone in their 
homes after news a serial 
rapist is stalking the city. 

“It’s unfortunate that 
when unfortunate things 
like this happen, it’s a 
boom for business,” said 
Voxcom Security 

spokesman Gilles Lanctot. 

Lanctot said that sales 
sk 5 n:ocket when people are 
targeted in their homes, be 
it from the threat of a 
rapist, home invasion, or 
Molotov cocktail, like 
those that rained fire on 


Mill Woods homes for the 
better part of the summer. 

“All of those things gener¬ 
ate more calls to us. When 
you keep hearing those 
things, paranoia does breed. 
Outside getting a guard dog, 
we’re the best alternative.” 

Last weekend, a man 
wearing dark clothing and 
a facial disguise targeted a 
68-year-old woman alone 
in her home, in the afflu¬ 
ent south-side neighbour¬ 
hood of Aspen Gardens. 

Earlier in the year, police 
believe the same man raped 
three women in their homes 
in the Gameau area. 

All four of the women 
who fell victim to the sexu¬ 
al assaults were alone at 
the time of the crime, and 


the attacker forcibly en¬ 
tered each home. 

“With the Garneau 
rapist, had he opened a 
door and a loud siren went 
off, maybe that incident 
wouldn’t have happened 
and he’d have run away.” 

Police still haven’t 
charged anyone with the 
crimes, and the only de¬ 
scription given of the man 
is that he is between five 
foot eight and five foot ten, 
wearing dark clothing and 
a facial disguise. 


Police have warned all res¬ 
idents to ensure their doors 
and windows are securely 
locked, especially at night. 

Last night, concerned 
residents in the Aspen Gar¬ 
den neighbourhood met to 
discuss ways in which they 
can increase security meas¬ 
ures and watch out for one 
another.

World-class health research will continue in Edmonton: Liepert

The health care system in 
the Edmonton region 
won’t be punished for its 
success under the provin¬ 
cial government’s recent 
move to chop all of Alber¬ 
ta’s health regions into 
one superboard, vowed Al¬ 


berta Health Minister Ron 
Liepert yesterday. 

Liepert says the controver¬ 
sial shift in Alberta’s health 
care system is aimed at 
building on the strengths in 
some regions, while emulat¬ 
ing the strengths of others 
like Capital Health. 

“We are not going to, in 
any way, look at downgrad¬ 
ing what we have been do¬ 


ing on the research side,” 
said Liepert during an an¬ 
nouncement at the 
Mazankowski Heart Insti¬ 
tute yesterday. 

“This city has a reputation 
internationally for what has 
transpired in health re¬ 
search and we only want to 
build on that.” 

Liepert’s comments come 
after Liberal leader Kevin 


Taft held a press conference 
last month demanding resi¬ 
dents in the Edmonton re¬ 
gion to call the Toiy govern¬ 
ment about why Capital 
Health is “being punished 
for its success” because of 
the new superboard. 

The Toiy government’s 
move will harm Capital 
Health’s reputation as a 
strong leader in promoting 


innovation and expertise in 
health care, accused Taft. 

Liepert admitted mistakes 
were made about not com- 
mimicating to health leaders 
and city politicians about 
how the changes would af¬ 
fect the Edmonton region. 

“I will accept some re¬ 
sponsibility for probably not 
communicating as well as 
we could have,” said Liepert.

Guardian Angels 
seek new recruits 


Woman who 
stopped to 
help driver 
attacked 

VICIOUS A woman driving 
along a rural Alberta road 
was viciously attacked 
when she stopped to offer 
aid to another driver who 
appeared to be in distress. 

On the afternoon of Aug. 
5, Two Hills RCMP were 
called to the scene of what 
appeared to be an unmoti¬ 
vated assault near the ru¬ 
ral community of 
Morecambe, about 140 
kms east of Edmonton. 

A woman driving along 
a deserted road stopped to 
help the driver of a white 
pickup truck, who had 
pulled over and popped 
his hood open. 

When she asked if he 
needed help, he pulled her 
out of her vehicle, and 
beat her while she was on 
the ground. The middle- 
aged man, described as a 
tanned Caucasian with 
thick, curly dark hair, be¬ 
tween five-foot-six and 
five-foot-10, weighing 
about 185 pounds, closed 
the hood of his vehicle 
and quickly fled the scene. 
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A man attempting to 
cross a street in Twin 
Brooks yesterday 
morning has become Ed¬ 
monton's 11th traffic 
fatality of 2008. 

The 53-year-old man was 
trjdng to cross 9B Avenue 


near 119 Street around 
7:30 p.m. yesterday, when 
he was run down by an on¬ 
coming vehicle. 

Edmonton Police Servic¬ 
es spokesman Jeff Wuite 
says the man was not on a 
marked crosswalk. 

The victim was rushed to 
hospital, but died as a re¬ 
sult of his injuries a few 
hours later. 


It is not yet known 
whether charges will be 
laid against the 19-year-old 
driver of the 1976 Datsun 
that took the man’s life. 

“It’s too early to say,” 
Wuite said. “We’re still try¬ 
ing to examine if speed 
may have been a factor.” 

Police do not believe al¬ 
cohol was a factor in the 
crash. 


BRANCHING OUT A gTOUp of 
angels that fly by night 
through city streets and al- 
lejAvays say their ambitions 
would soar if only member¬ 
ship would pull up from a 
nosedive. 

“We need more people to 
step up and join us to be 
able to cover more areas,” 
said Edmonton Guardian 
Angels chapter leader Dave 
Schroder. “It’s a tough ques¬ 
tion: Do we spread our ar¬ 
eas out and have much less 
effect, or focus on a few ar¬ 
eas until we get more mem¬ 
bers?” 

The angels, a group of 
regular Joe citizens tired of 
feeling unsafe in their 
neighbourhoods, landed in 
Edmonton in 2006. 

Currently, the angels are 
operating with a mere five 
graduated members who 
have completed self-de¬ 
fence training and security 
clearance, along with a few 
new recruits. With so few 
members, it focuses its ef¬ 
forts on the inner-city area, 
normally around 118 Av¬ 
enue, patrolling about twice 
a week. 

New recruit, Bradon 
Pfliger, 17, says his choice to 


adorn angel wings and a red 
beret was a simple one. 

“There is so much crime 
in this city. I wanted to 
make a difference,” said the 
Mill Woods teen. “More 
young people need to join 
us, especially to show there 
is diversity among us.” 

Since its inception here, 
the group that has been 
called “vigilantes” has been 
subject to public scrutiny. 

“I don’t know if it was the 
way the person that tried to 
get it going presented 
things, but the relationship 
we have with police is get¬ 
ting better all the time,” 
Schroder said, adding that 
police will warn the angels 
about potential danger 
zones, and what to keep an 
eye on while on the streets. 

“We’re extra eyes and 
ears for the police, but if we 
see something like a 
woman being sexually as¬ 
saulted, we’re not just going 
to call police, we’ll do some¬ 
thing, iromediately.”

Bugs inspiration 
in scuba research

It’s a bug’s life, even under 
water. 

And how some bugs, in¬ 
cluding some spiders, are 
able to survive under wa¬ 
ter for long periods of 
time can one day be mim¬ 
icked by human technol¬ 
ogy, believes Morris Fly¬ 
nn, an assistant professor 
at University of Alberta. 

Flynn studied how 
aquatic insects are able to 
breathe underwater dur¬ 
ing his post-doctoral re¬ 
search at the Massachu¬ 
setts Institute of Technolo¬ 
gy- 

Since the rough, waxy 
surfaces of insects are 
water repellent, Flynn 
found that some water- 
repellency is so pro¬ 
nounced in some species, 
that the bugs can survive 
under water almost in¬ 
definitely. 

The bugs are able to

survive by an air bubble 
that the insects trap be¬ 
tween its body and its 
hairs that acts as an exter¬ 
nal lung. 

The lung facilitates oxy¬ 
gen and carbon dioxide 
exchange with the sur¬ 
rounding water. 

The closer together the 
hairs are, the more pres¬ 
sure the bubble can with¬ 
stand before it collapses, 
said Fl 5 mn. 

“We’ve had these grand 


ambitions about making 
millions and millions of 
dollars with these new scu¬ 
ba,” said Flynn. 

“The unfortunate thing 
for humans is that we are 
really big animals and be¬ 
ing warm-blooded, our 
metabolic rates are just 
too high to be able to 
make this very feasible.” 

Flynn said the new find¬ 
ings could help robots op¬ 
erate underwater by de¬ 
signing a new material 
that will allow it to extract 
air through the ocean 
rather than having an oxy¬ 
gen canister. 

“This would allow you 
to add more instrumenta¬ 
tion to these robots when 
they go searching for 
treasure or making meas¬ 
urements,” said Flynn. 

Flynn is continuing his 
work at the University of 
Alberta. 

Some of that work in¬ 
cludes how bacteria are 
able to breathe in carbon 
dioxide underwater.

International Co-operation 
Minister Beverley Oda ex¬ 
tended her condolences to 
the families of the two 
Canadian humanitarian 
workers gunned down 
Wednesday in a Taliban 
ambush in Afghanistan.

Russia has 
'Soviet-era' 
mentality: 
Harper 

OTTAWA Russia’s militaiy in¬ 
trusion into parts of Geor¬ 
gia reflects a “Soviet-era 
mentality” that is deeply 
troubling. Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper said Thurs¬ 
day as he urged Moscow to 
withdraw. 

“I am deeply troubled by 
a notion I see developing in 
Russia ... that Russia some¬ 
how has a say or some con¬ 
trol over countries outside 
of its borders. In my judg¬ 
ment this is a veiy worri¬ 
some development,” Harper 
told reporters at an event in 
Newfoundland. 

“It really indicates a Sovi¬ 
et-era mentality and I think 
it is something that all dem¬ 
ocratic countries should 
speak out strongly against 
and I hope Russia will re¬ 
consider its actions,” Harper 
said. 

Russian troops have occu¬ 
pied parts of Georgia since 
repelling a Georgian attack 
last week on the tiny pro- 
Russian separatist territory 
of South Ossetia. 

On Thursday, Russian 
armed forces moved in or 
around at least three Geor¬ 
gian towns, ignoring de¬ 
mands by Washington and 
other Western countries 
that Moscow respect Geor¬ 
gia's territorial integrity.

Sizzling sixth gold 
for phenom Phelps 

American just one short of Spitz's mark 


Michael Phelps moved 
within reach of his goal 
of winning eight gold 
medals at the Beijing 
Olympics when he won 
his sixth early this morn¬ 
ing with another world 
record, his sixth in a 
week. 

The seemingly-invinci- 
ble American stormed to 
victory in the 200-metre 
individual medley final, 
equalling his golden haul 
from Athens four years 
ago and leaving him just 
one short of matching 
Mark Spitz’s record of sev¬ 
en golds in Munich in 
1972. 

Phelps led all the way to 
touch the wall first in one 
minute 54.23 seconds, 
0.57 inside his previous 
record of 1:54.80 set at 
last month’s U.S. Olympic 
trials, beating Hungary’s 


Laszlo Gseh and teammate 
Ryan Lochte. 

Keith Beavers of Or¬ 
angeville, Ont., placed sev¬ 
enth in a time of 1:59.43. 

The 23-year-old Phelps 
had earlier won the 400 
individual medley, 4x100 
freestyle relay, 200 
freestyle, 4x200 freestyle 
relay and 200 butterfiy. 

“I just wanted to step on 
it in the first 50 a little bit 
and try and get out to an 
early lead,” said Phelps. “I 
knew in the first half if I 
got a big enough lead I 
though I could hang on 
and that’s all I wanted to 
do.” 

Gseh won his third sil¬ 
ver medal behind Phelps 
this week, while Lochte 
grabbed the bronze de¬ 
spite diving back into the 
pool half an hour after he 
broke the 200-metre back- 


stroke world record to win 
his first individual gold. 

Lochte wiped 0.38 off 
the record he shared with 
his teammate Aaron Peir- 
sol when he surged away 
on the last length to win 
in 1:53.94. Peirsol held on 
for the silver while the 
bronze went to Russian 
Arkady Vyatchanin. 

Germany’s Britta Steffen 
won the women's 100 
freestyle final by a finger¬ 
tip from Australia’s world 
record holder Libby Trick- 
ett. 

Steffen, who held the 
world record for nearly 
two years until Trickett 
snatched it in March, over¬ 
hauled the Australian on 
the last stroke to win gold 
in 53.12 with Trickett just 
0.04 behind and American 
Natalie Goughlin third.

A chest-thumping Yao 
Ming relentlessly powered 
hosts Ghina to their first 
victoiy in the tournament 
yesterday. 

Screaming constantly at 
his teammates to get him 
the ball, Ghina’s giant cen¬ 
tre scored 30 points in a 
85-68 Group B triumph 
over Angola to boost their 
hopes of advancing. 

“I think that’s our chem- 
istiy,” said Yao. “It feels 


great to win at the 
Olympics. It’s a totally dif¬ 
ferent feeling to win on 
your home court but we 
still have a long road to go.” 

World champions Spain 
secured their place in the

McCabe to 
Panthers,

NHL Biyan McCabe’s days as 
a Maple Leaf are likely 
numbered — at about 17.

Despite the fact that the 
director has averaged one 
film per year since, his lat¬ 
est movie has the energy, 
vitality, and themes of a 
young filmmaker tiying to 
make a name for himself 
A change of scenery 


worked wonders for Allen 
in 2005 when he traveled 
to London to make Match 
Point (arguably his great¬ 
est drama), and a Spanish 
setting has proved to be 
equally inspiring for the 
72-year-old filmmaker on 
this project, which is his 
finest romantic comedy in 
years. 

Scarlett Johansson and 
Rebecca Hall star as the tit¬ 
ular duo Vicky and Cristi¬ 
na, two lost souls spending 
a summer in Barcelona. 

They meet Juan Antonio 
(Javier Bardem), an artist 
who introduces himself by 
inviting the pair to join 
him for a weekend of food, 
wine, and lovemaking. 

The girls agree and 
while Vicky must put 
aside her feelings for Juan 
because of an impending 
marriage, Cristina contin¬ 
ues her affair with the 
artist, which grows more 


complicated when his ex- 
wife (Peneope Cruz) re¬ 
turns. 

What follows is a breezy, 
cheerful, and hilarious ode 
to youthful indiscretions 
filmed in the burned-out 
warm colors and unpre¬ 
dictable style of New Mexi¬ 
can Cinema. 

Ever the pessimist, Allen 
refuses to grant his charac¬ 
ters a “happily ever after,” 
but the movie still benefits 
from the most joyful rep¬ 
resentation love that Allen 
has permitted on screen 
since Dianne Keaton ut¬ 
tered “La-di-da.” 

Granted, the film sug¬ 
gests that such love is 
fleeting and must be ap¬ 
preciated before it in¬ 
evitably disappears, but by 
Woody’s standards that 
statement is practically a 
Hallmark card. 

Away from his New York 
setting, Vicky Christina 


Barcelona certainly 

doesn’t rank among 
Allen’s greatest achieve¬ 
ments, but it is his most 
successful comedy this 
decade and boasts sensa¬ 


tional performances from 
Bardem and Cruz (whose 
brief kiss with Johansson 
has been sadly over publi¬ 
cized). 

Hopefully this hit-and-

REVIEW Suggesting nothing 
so much as a Canadian 
Heritage Minute distended 
to feature length and 
spiced with peyote, Guy 
Maddin’s poetic documen- 
taiy My Winnipeg is easily 
the most ambitious film 
ever made about the capi¬ 
tal of Manitoba. Granted, 
it’s a pretty short list. But 
I’d go even further and say 
that My Winnipeg is the 
greatest statement of civic 
pride in recent Canadian 
cinema. 

The film begins with 
Madding insisting, via 


voiceover, that he must lit¬ 
erally and figuratively 
leave the city ASAP, lest he 
succumb to its hypnotic 
undertow. But that’s exact¬ 
ly what happens — instead 
of getting out, he and his 
onscreen surrogate, played 
in a state of perpetual 
slumpage by Darcy Fehr, 
are pulled back in. In the 
hope of exorcising his 
ghosts, Maddin restages 
psychologically fraught 
scenes from his childhood, 
claiming his family’s will¬ 
ing participation even as 
his mother is clearly being 
played by 40 s noir legend 
Ann Savage. 

These symbolically 
charged vignettes unfold 
in between believe-it-or- 
not stories about Win¬ 
nipeg’s past, from hockey 
heroes to (frozen) horse 
heads.

REVIEW Aside from a scene 
in which an anxious Bill 
Pullman obliterates the 
top of a bottle of wine with 
a samurai sword (his king¬ 
dom for a corkscrew!)

China for the Olympics. 
Millions more will be lured 
later after this giant com¬ 
ing-out party winds down. 
I’m willing to bet that the 
Beijing rock scene will 
benefit greatly. 

Although Chinese rock 
stars do exist — my 
favourite is Cui Jian, the 
anointed Father of Chinese 
Rock, whose song, I Have 
Nothing/Nothing to My 
Name, was an unofficial an¬ 
them of the Tiananmen 
Square uprising — they’re 
almost completely un¬ 
known outside the countiy. 

There are many flavours 
of zhongguo yaog n — Chi¬ 
nese rock — as there are in 
the West: punk, extreme 
metal, Goth, alt-rock, hip- 
hop, electronica. Music- 
minded visitors looking for 
colour will no doubt find 
Beijing clubs like MAO Live 
House, D-22 and Yugong 
Yishan, where they’ll find 
music that could only be 
made by people exploding 
after generations of oppres¬ 
sion and authoritarian rule.

Maybe someone will get dis¬ 
covered. Some people are 
betting on Joyslide, a group 
from north of Beijing who 
have released albums with 
titles like Drunk is Beautiful 
and Eveiything Sucks. 

Or maybe zhongguo 
yaog n has something to 
teach us. Because pirates 
and counterfeiters de¬ 
stroyed all semblance of a 
Western-style music indus- 
tiy years ago, some music 
industry experts are looking 
at China for clues on how 
they can adapt to the new 
realties they face at home. If 
you can’t sell CDs, how can 
you make a living? This 
year’s Music Matters Asia, 
the annual Asia-Pacific mu¬ 
sic forum in Hong Kong was 
the biggest yet, and fea¬ 
tured speakers like U2 man¬ 
ager Paul McGuinness and 
Teriy McBride of Canada’s 
Nettwerk Records. 

No one knows what long¬ 
term effects the Olympics 
will have on China, but I 
have a feeling that music is 
going to be involved some¬ 
where along the way.

They writhe about in their

“There are so many peo¬ 
ple who are skeptical be¬ 
cause we come from a real¬ 
ity TV show, so one thing 
that’s important is that we 
stick together to prove to 
the world that we’re real 
artists,” says Tiffanie An¬ 
derson, 19.

Child: Chef and spy? 

Declassified U.S. documents shed light on war history

SPIES LIKE US: It’s not like it 
was ever really a secret - 
the factoid has been show¬ 
ing up in her biographies 
for years, and appeared in 
her New York Times obitu- 
aiy — but with the release 
of declassified U.S. govern¬ 
ment documents yester¬ 
day, it’s official: Julia Child 
was a spy.

sociated Press story. 

More than 35,000 OSS 
documents have been de¬ 
classified, shedding light 
on the agency’s member¬ 
ship and history during 
the fight against Nazi Ger¬ 
many, and finally offering 
an explanation for why 
Child, who died in 2004 
and was a fixture on PBS 
for four decades, could

here in Canada - to origi¬ 
nal programming, leading 
cable channels have

A study by the Cable Ad¬ 
vertising Bureau revealed 
that the average amount 
of original programming 
grew from around 741 
shows a week to 1,407 in 
the past five years, a leap 
that’s reflected in double¬ 
digit growth in advertising 
revenue and a 10 per cent 
growth in ad sales during 
upfronts. Viewer totals in 
the last year also doubled, 
putting the cherry on top 
of a very tidy equation 
that’s got to look bad 
down on the lower reach¬ 
es of the dial, since it’s 
meant an equivalent drop¬ 
off in viewers for the net¬ 
works.
